With. reference to the assassination of Mr: Hbusken, the 
Dutoln interpreter to the America Minister, and the subsequent 
flight of Mr. Alcock, the China Mail writes as follows :— 

‘The intelligence from Japan is important and interesting. Because 
Mr. Heusken, the Dutch interpreter to the American minister, has been 
assassinated, Mr. Alcock, the British Minister, has fied from Yedo, and 
taken up his abode in the irregular commercial settlement of Yoku- 
hama, which previously he had done all in his power to crush. Yet, 
strangely enough. Mr. Harris, the American minister, and the only offi- 
Sial ty Wedo who hed any right to act in regard to the murder of Mr 
Heusken, has remained in his poste and_ has, we understand, drawn up a 
protest against the action of Mr. Alcock, which protest will be published 
‘over the civilised world, and will forcibly illustrate the difference between 
the policy, the character, and the courage of the two Ministers. In the 
circular of the 26th of January which he has issued in extenuation 
of his fight, Mr. Alcock sufficiently discloses the fact that his withdrawal 
from Yedo is precisely what the authorities there wanted, and that they 
have been playing upon him by representing themselves as unable to 
control those natives who are disposed to murder foreigners. 
In a cSuntry so thoroughly organised as Japan is—where a 
man cannot blow his nose without the knowledge of the Government, it 
is absurd to suppose that these acts of assassination are committed with- 
‘out the connivance of the Government; and any competent British agent 
in Mr. Alcock’s position would not for a moment have listened to the 
“wamings” which form the frequent subject of his despatches. When 
the Japanese Minister for Foreign Affairs threatened him with that bug- 
bear the Prince of Mito and his retainers, he would have said (to himself) 
— [have nothing to do with that. I am here asa representative of the 
British nation under certain clear stipulations, and if anything happens to 
‘me, my country knows how to act.” That appears to be the position 
which Mr. Harris has taken, and it is one which recommends itself to 
common sense, not to speak of courage and chivalrous feeling. ‘There 
are ten thousand men in England who would readily accept Mr. Alcock’s 
position, with more than his fitness for it, and who would have the courage 
to enable their constituents to judge of the Japanese by overt acts to- 
wards England and its representatives—not by alleged warnings from 
Japanese Ministers and assassinations of Russian and American officials 
with which we have nothing todo. Mr. Alcock has caused the life of 
every foreigner in Japan to be unsafe. The obvious design of the 
Japanese is intimidation, and they have succeeded. 

‘The Prussian Treaty has been signed ; it comes into opera- 
tion in 1863. Count Eulenberg received material assistance 


in his negotiations from Mr, Heusken, who acted as interpreter. 


CHINA, 
‘TIEN-TSIN, 

From Ticn-tsin and the extreme North there is almost 
nothing in the way of news during the [fortnight. What 
there is may be confined to the movements of that portion of 
the ficct still remaining in the north.

THE EXPEDITION UP THR YANG-TSE-KIANG. 

The long-talked-of expedition under Sir James Hope to open 
up the Yang-tse-kiang left Woosung on the 12thFeb, It con- 
sisted of H.M. ships Centaur, Coromundel, Cooper, Atalante, 
Waterman, Bantercr, Bouncer, aud Havoc. 'The expedition was 
accompanicd by Licut.-Col. Wolsely, who proceeds on a mili- 
tary survey ; Captain Ward, and several officers of M.S. Acteon 
for hydrographical purposes ; Mr. P. J. Hughes, Consul for Kiu- 
kiang, and Mr. Phillips, assistant ; a deputation from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, consisting of Messrs. Hamilton, Michie, and 
Ballance, with a view of ascertaining in some measure the 
commercial capabilitics of the hitherto unfrequented portions 
of the country they will visit in their progress; Messrs, 
Wilson, Lewin, Thorne, Drysdale, and Fearon ; Lient. Birch, 
1th BNL, on leave; and, lastly, thongl not by any meaus 
the least interesting party, the gallant little band of adven- 
turers consisting of Major Sarel, Captain Biackiston, Dr. 
and Mr. Schereschewsky, with their attendant Sikhs and

ing as far as practicable in one of the vessels of the fleet. 
Two French explorers, Mons. Simon aud Dupuin, also accom- 
pany the expedition. Mr.H.S. Parkes‘ arrived from Canton 
shor after the departure of the expadition, and followed 
ih a gunboat. The Coromandel, Havoc, Cooper, and Ban- 
terer, took the lead, the Bouncer, Centaur with Waterman 
in tow, and tHe A‘alanie, bringing up the rear. They pro- 
ceeded under easy steam until 2.30 P.u., when the Coromandel, 
which was nliead, finding shoal water, made a signal of danger, 
and took 8 course more into mid-channel, followed by the 
other vessels, but the Centaur, having the Waterman in tow, 
did not answer her helm so readily, and consequently grounded 
in fifteen feet of water, on a shoal nesr the South Bank, about 
thirty miles above Woosung and two miles due north of the 
spot marked “Great Bush” on the charts, Plover Point about 
four miles distant. 

The overland party to India, above described, will remain on 
board one of the steamers as far as Hankow, where a native 
boat will be hired, after whieh they must make the best of 
their way, in the native fashion, up the Yang-tse as far as. 
Chun-king, in the province of Sezhuen, where they intend 
taking to the land, reaching Ching-tu, the capital of the pro- 
vince, and thence proceeding most likely by the route in 
which the Abbe Huc was sent back a prisoner from Lassa. From 
Lassa their course will be along the north side of the Hima~ 
layas to the source of the fudus, and then through the moun- 
tains, coming out into North-Western India about Simla in 
October or November. 

THE DEFUNCT CONSULATE, 

The following extraordinary circular has been issued by the 
British Consul, who, it is rumoured, is not on good terms 
with Mr. Bruce, the Pleinpo :— 

BRITISH CONSULAR CIRCULAR. 

‘The undersigned, H.M.’s Consul, regrets to have to inform H.M.’s 
subject that, owing to the reduction ‘in the strength of the Consular es- 
tablishment during the last eight months, and the gradually increasing 
ill-health of the undersigned himself, consequent on his endeavours to 
meet the demands pressing on his attention, it has becorne necessary to 
place the functions of this Consulate practically in abeyance, with the 
exception of its criminal jurisdiction and its routine duties immediately 
connected with the shipping. Having, by two opportunities, intimated 
to H.M.'s Envoy and Chief Superintendent of Trade his apprchensione 


of his being compelled to taxe this step, the undersigned trusts that what- 
ever inconvenience anyone may sustain from it will be but of a tem- 


porary nature.

Her Majesty's despatch boat Noebuck, which was originally 
intended to form part of the expedition up the Yang-tze-kiang 
was suddenly ordered off to Kanagawa, in consequence of the 
unfavourable intelligence from that quarter brought by the 
Prussian transport Elbe. 

A meeting of the subscribers, trustees, and treasurer of 
Trinity Church, was held at H.M.’s Consulate on February the 
12th, A committee was formed for the purpose of raising 
funds and procuring plans and estimates for a new church, and 
it appears that any enlargement of the present building could 
only be accomplished at considerable expense, and that the 
faulty construction of the church would render such an outlay 
unndvisable, 

Peking Gazetics ave wp to the 15th Jan.:— 

The Manchoo soldiers in Peking had mutinied for want of 
pay. It having come to the Emperor's knowjedge that loyal 
subjects having been imprisoned by the rebels and on succeding in 
making their escape had been ill-treated and in some cases exe- 
cuted as rebels, H. I. Majesty commands all Mandarins to 
encourage and protect such subjects, 

H. I. Majesty has been pleased to recommend to the Board 
of Rites the whole body of officers of the provinee of Kan Su, 
for the considerable amount of the voluntary contribution fund 
raised there. 

The rebels marched into Hu-peh, but were repulsed by Im- 
perial troops sent against them by the Governor of the province. 

A member of the Treasury Board has been appointed to pro- 
ceed to settle the Russian boundaries on the Amoor. 

San-ko-lin sin, though expected in the neighbourhood of 
Nanking cannot leave Bhan Tung just yet, where he has been 
quelling a rising of the local banditti. He, however, sends on 
a brave leader, Shing Pao, in whom he reposes a good deal of 
confidence. 

The boisterous merriment of the Chinese on the advent 
of the New Year, will, for the future, be suppressed. The 
firing of squibs and crackers, &, has {been forbidden by a 
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All shope opened in the city by people who are not natives, 
will be under the strict supervision of the head man of 
the street. The City gates are now closed at 3 pat, with the 
exception of the French Gate. 

A public meeting was held at H.B.M.’s Consulate on the 2nd 
of February, at which the Municipal Council submitted their 
report for the past year. The report deals with the usual 
topics—roads, drainage, police, barracks, taxes, licensing, &. 
Under the head of “arrests” it is stated that there is a large 
increase in the number of prisoners, chiefly owing to cases of 
drunkenness, The finances are in a flourishing condition. 

SWATOW. 

From Swatow a correspondent informs us that matters 
there are calm. Double Island has now begun to exhibit 
signs of Western occupancy. It possesses a book-club, two 
billiard-tables, and a bowling alley, not to speak of three Con- 
suls—English, American, and Hamburg—with the full com- 
plement of officials, who seem to enjoy each other's society, 
and go on together in harmony. 





HONG KONG, 

‘The Caldwell enquiry case was to be resumed on the 4th 
March, when Mr. Caldwell would deliver his defence, which, it 
is presumed, would close the proceedings, and by next mail we 
should know the decision of the Government as to retaining his 
services, An amusing letter, which appeared originally in Chinese, 
in their organ, published by Mr. Murrow, has been translated, 
and purports to be an exposé of Mr. Caldwell’s career, but that 
the Governor now seeing his iniquity, had resolved to disgrace 
him. A reply has been manufactured, abusing Mr. Murrow. 
The whole reads like a play, and needs not a wizard to sec 
who is the author. The joke is really well done, as such things 
generally are by him, Chapter and verse are “all there” as 
usual, 

Mr. Moss, who wasdeported from the realms of Japan and the 
jurisprudence of Mr. Alcock, has been induced to postpone his 
visit to England, and now, we understand, brings his claim of 
$30,000 into the Supreme Court of Hong Kong. 

The Daily Press, on the Cowloong Site, says :—

Let anyone take a comprehensive impartial review of the mt 
position of our military ‘nd'naval departments. Together they ive the 
entire frontage, with very small intervals, from the new -roaster's 
office to the ordnance stores, Why it must be nearly a mile, 
and we should suppose would at the present moment, if 
brought to the hammer, fetch at least a million of dollars. 
If the military and navy departments would sell of thelr propery on this 
side and take the Cowloon cession all to themselves, we should bid them 
God speed. But they will not part with an inch of what they hold until 
their schemes at Cowloon shall be achieved, by which time land on this 
side may, and most likely will, have become of much less value than at 
present, owing either to the trade of the colony retrograding, or to land at 
Cowloon being put upon the market. 

According to a list of vessels published in the Hong Kong 
Register, it appears that during the year 1860 176 Chinese 
passengers left Macao for Batavia, 52 for Singapore, 2,098 for 
Callao, 20 for Saigon, and 5,773 for Havana, being a total 
of 8,119.

Huntsman was fractious at starting, and lost ground, which he re- 
fused to make up subsequently, and kept his word, Time 3.5 for the 
mile and a half. 

‘Zampa, Zouave, and Saltoun came to the post for the Victoria Plate.

The previous day's running 
was reversed, and the Plate was conveyed by Zampa to East P..int. 

On our arrival at the course on Thursday we noticed the weights pro- 
claimed for the Ladies’ Purse (one mile), as follows :—Afighan, 11 st. ;

7Ib; and Gingerbread, catch wei; Of these, four put in 
an appearance—Affghan, Pearl, Cheeky Chicken, and Exchange. A 
new rider being on the Chicken, and unposted in the pony’s fancies, the 
result was a bolt on the part of his Cheekiness at the village turn, leaving 
Afghan an easy winner.

‘The Revenir Cup gave a singular conclusion, showing that not always 
can the English thorough breds allow the Welshmen a stone, for Gratis 
won it in beautiful style, with Templer well up, Stockbam next, and 
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Rowena tailed off. This was considered Stockham’s race up to the last 
turn, when his off-fore gave way, and his condition when he came in was 
pitiable. After this race we are told that one of the stewards overheard a 
remarkable history of Stockham, as detailed by a sporting skipper, fresh 
from home, to an admiring circle, who evidently regarded him as the 
oracle of Sport, if not the actual editor of the Racing Calendar.

Pointers, Dandy and Ten-per-Cent., and giving them 10Ib. Gaylad was 
put in to make a run, but pulled up. 

Of course the sport finished with.the usual race for Chinese riders, 
which was better ridden than any previous one on the Hong Kong Race 
Course. Eleven started, and we saw but two empty saddles. Count 
Cavour brought his Horseboy in first. 

In giving this brief sketch of the meeting, we should not omit to men- 
tion the interesting scene that the Grand Stand exhibited on the presen. 
tation of the Ladies’ Purse. Notwithstanding the fatigues of the magni- 
ficent fancy ball that came off at Government House on the previous 
night, the beauty and fashion of the colony mustered in brilliant force. 
In the front we saw Robespierre comparing books with a Russian pea- 
sant girl, Mephistophiles smiling upon Folly, and Henry the Eight in 
converse gay with Anna Boleyn, while in the background Louis Qua- 
torze appeared by frequent manipulations of his denuded cheek to lament 
the loss of his cherished whiskers.

‘And thus ends the Hong Kong Race Meeting of 1861," which bas 
eclipsed all its predecessors, not only in the sport shown, but in the at- 
tendance of spectators, and in the thorough ‘enjoyment that scemed to 
preral ‘on every side ; and among the recollections connected with it, the 
fancy ball above referred to will ever hold prominence, for we really be- 
lieve thatthe scene there presented could not be surpassed in elegance 
and splendour within the boundaries of the gorgeous East, 


CANTON. 


The Friend of China makes the following startling announce- 
ment :—“ A report is in circulation among the Chinese that on 
the 7th day of the 12th moon—which would be the 17th day 
of January, or 30 days ago— Peking fell under the sway of 
the rebels.’ To this we have to add that while our informa- 
tion from native sources is indefinite as to the period and the 
grand catastrophe, there is much painful anticipation on the 
part of those in authority, and consequently among those whose 
hopes and fortunes run with the Manchou dynasty.” 

A tragedy occurred on board the vessel Leonidas, which vessel 
was about to sail with a cargo of coolies shipped by the French 
Emigration-office, and was lying at anchor three miles below 
the Macao Fort. While the officers and men were at break- 
fast about nine o'clock, the coolies rose and attempted to mur- 
der all the Europeans on board, aud to set fire to the ship. 
Owing to the prompt courage of Captain Wood, seconded by 
his officers and men, the coolies were overcome and the fire 
quenched. Mrs. Wood had a narrow escape for her life. As- 
sistance was obtained, and the gunboat Weasel towed back the 
Leonidas to her former anchorage opposite the Sha-meen. The 
matter is undergoing investigation by both foreign and Chincse 
authorities. Of the 290 coolies on board, about 90 are miss- 
ing, who, having jumped overboard, have been drowned or have 
escaped on shore, Among eight Europeans who were more or 
less hurt in tho affray, the third officer, Mr, Tucker, is dan- 
gerously wounded. 

On the subject of the Shameen site the Friend of China 
says :—It secms strange that not a word of solid information 
can be obtained by the public regarding the proposed site for a 
British quarter at Shameen. Knowing the desire of the com- 
munity on this head, we made application at the office of the 
foreman of works just after Lord Elgin was here, fora sight of 
the plan submitted to his lordship as that which it is intended 
to follow ; and after a short delay, whilst reference was made 
to Mr. Surveyor-General at Hong Kong, the answer conveyed to 
us was as follows :—“ On the subject of the plan of Shameen— 
it bas not been approved—is liable to be changed altogether or 














a 
modified—and it would not only be injudicious, but might mis- 
lead the public instead of doing them a service.” 

Since we received this answer, we have seen it stated in the 
Daily Press that “ Our Surveyor-General is deeply and exten- 
sively interested in a land speculation at Canton, the success of 
which is entirely dependent upon the progress of the Shameen 
site.” 


PHILIPPINES. 
MANILA, 

A correspondent of the China Mail gives a detailed account 
of Lord Elgin’s arrival at the Philippine Islands, en rouwe for 
England. The merchants of Manila presented his lordship 
with an address, in which they expressed their profound sense 
of.the great benefit conferred by tho late treaties with China. 
Lord Elgin returned a courteous reply, and expressed his 
hope that the new treaties would be useful to the interests of 
that valuable and important colony. 

The new Governor of the Philippines, General Lemery, reached 
Manila from Spain the day after Lord Elgin’s departure, and it 
is gxpected that with his arrival anew era of prosperity and 
happiness will dawn upon these possessions of the Spanish 
Crown. 


BORNEO, 
SARAWAK. 

In alluding to the departure of Sir James Brooke from 
Singapore for Sarawak, the Singapore Free Press has the fol- 
lowing comments :— 

Sir James Brooke, K.C.B., with Captain Brooke, and other gentlemen 
belonging to the Sarawak Government, left this for Sarawak. Their 
presence is very necessary, as owing to the residence of Seriff Masahore 
at Muka, the trade between that p! and Sarawak is still suspended. 
The Sarawak nakodas are afraid to venture to a port where the chief 
power is in the hands of a person who has avowed the most hostile feel- 
ings against them and the government of which they are 
subjects. It will be recollected that on the occasion of the last 
visit of the steamer Victoria to Muka, the chief of that place, although 
professing his desire that the trade with Sarawak should go on as before, 
acknowle that there was a person in Muka whose actions he could 
not control, and the Sarawak nakodas would seem to believe that the 
chief spoke the truth. It will be Sir James Brooke's first object to en- 
deavour to prevail on the Sultan of Bruné to vindica'e his authority by ex- 
pelling Seriff Masahore from Mukaand putting the trade of that place on a 
more secure footing than has lately prevailed. That the Government of 
the Sultan will make an effort to accomplish these objects is probable, as 
the explicit manner in which the British Government has disavowed Mr. 
Edwardes’ proceedings in regard to the Muka business, will probably 
convince the Sultan and his Ministers that it is a mistaken policy on their 
part to seek the injury of Sarawak. But should it be found that the Bruné 
Government either cannot or will not take the measures for 
putting things right at Muka, it will be requisite for the Sarawak Govern- 
ment to redress its own wrongs, and this it will be able to do with effect, as 
there is no longer any danger of a British functionary stepping in, and by 
threats and empty promises securing immunity to assassins and con- 
spirators. 








MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 
CAPTURE OF FIVE FORTS IN COCHIN CHINA. 

@Dates from Saigon are up to the 28th of Feb. by the Gra- 
nada, announcing that on the 24th an attack was made by the 
French and Spanish forces (the latter only 200 men in action) 
on the Annamese, and, although the Allies came off victorious, 
it was a much more serious affair than was expected. Five 
forts were taken, and also a fortified camp, with » large quan- 
tity of ammunition and arms. 

‘The loss of the Annamites cannot be ascertained, as they in- 
variably carry off their wounded. Twenty prisoners only were 
made, The loss of the French is stated to be Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel Tesard and midshipman Le Regniere killed, the General 
aud five officers wounded, and 300 rank and file killed and 
wounded. The Spanish lost, five killed, and thirty-five wounded. 
A Spanish colonel also was wounded. 

The day after the steamer left a new expedition was to be 
organised to follow up the success, and it was hoped that part 
of tho country where largo quantities of grain were stored 
would be secured, meanwhile rice had advanced to $1 Géc. 
Next mail will give particulars of the engagement that was ex- 
pected to come off on the 29th. 

The Viscount Canning, which was reported in our last as 
sold at $74,500, is to run between Bankholm and Hong Kong. 

A branch of the firm of Charles, Shaw and Co, in London 
and Liverpool, has been opened, under the firm of Shaw, 
Walker, and Co. 

Another shock of an earthquake was felt at Malacca cn the 
23rd Feb. : 

The United States sloop of war John Adams, 18 guns, from 
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Bangkok, 19th Feb, has arrivedJat this port, and exchanged 
the usual salutes, She will probably proceed in the course of a 
fortnight to Hong Kong, unless former orders are counter- 
manded. The Joka Adams bears a letter accompanied with 
presents from the King of Siam to the President of the United 
States. The Siamese Ambassadors for Paris had not left. 

Sir James Brooke's steamer, Rainbow, returned from Sarawak 
on the Ist March, with dates to 26th Feb. with Capt, Brooke 
and Mr. Wibsone. 

The Prima Donna brings dates to the 2nd March. All was 
quiet at the settlements, and Sir James was in good health, but 
had not found it necessary to make any immediate changes. 

Dates from Labuan are up to the 26th Feb. The coal mines 
were progressing satisfactorily. 

The Straits Times and Penang Argus agree in condemning the

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA—EXPORTS. 


Tza.— Shanghai.—Black: In the continued absence of any features of 
interest in this market, it simply remains to record tho business of the fort- 
night. Settlements are 4,190 chests, of which 2560 chests are fair Ho- 
hows, at 23 to 25 taels, and the remainder chiefly contract parcels of Oo- 
long and common Souchong descriptions. Purchases for the season to 
date amount to 66,130 chests against 230,800 at same period last season. 
Stocks, 5,300 chests Congou, and 2,000 chests Flowery Pekoe. Greens : 
settlements here amount to 7,476 half-chests China, and 6,728 half-chests 
Japan tea, making to date 74,790 half-chests of the former, and 36,376 
haltcchests of the latter. The settlements of the fortnight are reported 
as under :—Congou, 5,100 chests and 2,250 half do., at 10 to 15 taels 
for dusty and low to fair common, 17 to 19 tacls for but midto mid 
flavoury, and 19 to 22 taels for fair to good Ningchow. Scented teas, 
2,000 boxes at 24 taels, clearing the market. Congou, 4 chops Oopack, at 
26 to 92 taels, and 3 chops Oonam, at 21 to 25 tacls, 3,000 half-chests 
‘Santon packed at 19 to 24 taels. 

Raw Sitx.—Shanghai: Business not having been resumed since the 
new year holidays the transactions of the fortnight have been very small. 
Nothing has been made public as to the prospects of the next yield, but 
the silleuen evince such Frames that an avarice of 10 to 15 taels has been 
established for the better descriptions on last mail’s quotations, Tsatlees, 
especially fine, are scarce and wanted. Taysaams and Yuenfas are very 
plentiful. The intelligence from London of the scarcity of good silks 
caused the market to open sooner than it otherwise would have done. The 
settlements of the fortnight are reported at 1,500 bales (including 350 
bales Japan silk) making the settlements of the season 71,500 bales, against 
51,000 bales at corresponding period last year. This mail takes but a 
limited quantity—say 1,500 bales only. he Bacchante and Glencoe, 
now loading for London, have together about 1,500 bales on board. ‘The 
unsold stock upon the market is estimated at 7,500 bales. The following 
are current quotations :—Tsatlee, No. 3, Tls. 420 per picul; 4 and 5, 360 
to 400; Taysaam, No 2, Tls, 330 to 340.—Canton: Nothing whatever 
has been done since {the holidays. The quotations are—Re-reeled Cum. 
chook, 470 to 480 dols. ; Kowkong, 400 to 410 dols. ; Loonkong, 450 
dols. "At Macao there are about 100 piculs for sale, the asking rates being, 
890 to 400 dols. for Loonkong, 400 to 410 dols. for Kowkong, and 400 
to 415 dols. for Kumchook of the usual reel. 

Drucs anp orHfe Exrorts.—Large shipments are being made of 
these articles to the Continent ; also that the Shantung, to London, has 
taken an unusually large supply of eseential oils. Cassia lignea, Canton 
—the article is scarce; a sale of 200 piculs is reported, in boxes, at 18 
dols. In Macao the article is quoted 19 dols. without stock. Cassia oil 
is quoted 280 dols. at Canton without settlements. In Macao there are 

jiculs on the market, for which 260 dols. is asked. Cassia buds—a 
settlement of 30 piculs is reported at Canton at 40 dols., and a like 
uantity at Macao at 36 dols. Star anniseed—there is none at Canton. 

t Macao 500 piculs are on the market, for which 14 dols. 50c. is asked. 
Anniseed oil—at Canton, none. At Macao a little is procaable at 
160 to 165 dols. Rhubarb is very scarce, and the little for sale at Canton. 
is held at a high figure. Galangal is very plentiful at Macao and dull. 
Vermillion is in large supply at Canton, Sunshing chop ia quoted at 
$88 per box. Matting—the Canton quotations are, Lintan cargo 10} 
cents, per pra for four quarter white, and 114 cent. for four-quarter 
checked. Fire Crackers are quoted at Canton 80 cents. per box of 40 
packs of the best quality. 

CHINA—IMPORTS. 

‘As most of the Chinese traders spend their holidays under the paternal 
roof at their natiye places, the business of the fortnight has necessarily 
been restricted ; in fact, even now it has not been filly resumed. ‘The 
transactions at the various ‘ports during that period, although limited, are 
nevertheless even larger than might have been expected. 

SuanoHat.—Such goods as are wanted command an advance upon 
closing rates. Grey longcloths of stout fabric, 60 to 64 reed, white shirt- 
ings, and T-cloths are inquired for. American goods are dull, with heavy 
stocks; the few clearances reported are from sales made before the h 
days. ' Lastings, camlets, and long ells are saleable in small quantities. 
Spanish stripes are very dull. In metals and Straits produce nothing has 
been done ; the market will probably open for a retail business. 

CanTon.—The demand for cotton yarn has been confined to low 
numbers, Grey shirtings of medium quality are saleable. White shirt- 
ings are dull. “There isa retail demand for American goods. Woollens 
are difficult of sale. Iron, though in excessive stock, is saleable occa- 
sionally, Lead tends upwards. ‘The following are the sales reported for 
the fortnight :—Shirtings, 25,500 pieces grey and 2500 pieces 
white; yarn, 250 bales; spotted shirtings, 1,750 pieces; American 
drills, 750 pieces; tea-cloths, 2000 pieces; long ells, 500 pieces ;

FRANCE. 

It is said that the Minister of Marine has declined some 
English tenders which were made for tho transport of muni- 
tions of war to Cochin China, and has just taken up two French 
vessels for that purpose. 

A letter from Lyons states that the Chamber of Commerce 
of that city, hoping that a careful cxamination of the silks said 
to have been found in large quantities in the Summer Palace 
of the Emperor of China, near Peking, might be advantageous 
to the Lyons manufacturers, addressed a petition to the Em- 
peror Napoleon praying that they might obtain, either by pur- 
chase or as a loan, samples of these highly-praised stuffs. The 
Chamber of Commerce received an answer to their petition, 
saying that all the silks brought to Paris from the Emperor 
of China’s Summer Falace consisted of only two dresses of no 
value, 

RUSSIA, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Sr. Pererssure, April 5. 

Despatches have just been received from the army in the 
Caucasus with the details of the military operations in the 
Kuban territory, under the command of Lieutenant-Gencral 
Prince William of Baden, which were completely successful, a 
large number of native auls or fortified houses having been 
taken and destroyed after some severe fighting, in which the 
Russians displayed most exemplary courage and discipline, 
whilst their loss amounted only to one officer and four men 
killed and one officer and eleven men wounded, whilst the 
enemy had upwards of a hundred men killed, wounded, and 
prisoners, and more than two thousand head of cattle fell into 
the hands of the victors, On the 24th of February the ex- 
pedition returned victorious to Fort Grogorieffsk, and the 
Prince of Baden has received from the Emperor the Insignia of 
the Military Order of St. George. 

On the anniversary of tho Emperor’s accession to the throne 
his Majesty sent the following most gracious rescript to Count 
Murawieff-Amoorsky, accepting his resignation’ as Governor- 
General of Siberia :— 

Count Nicholas Nicholayowitch! Your untiring activity during the last 
thirteen years has created a firm foundation for the development of the 
resources and industry of East Siberia, The needful administrative 
measures for the government of the extensive territory obtained by your 
exertions—and more especially the improvement of the naval institutions, 
‘as well as the extension of the South-Eastern frontiers, and other local 
affairs, including, above all, the re-organisation of the army—have claimed 
your whole attention. Your direct and uninterrupted co-operation during 
the negotiations with China and Japan has been of the greatest importance 
in securing to us the commercial advantages we derive from our amicable 
relations with those countries. Whilst sincerely acknowledging the dis- 
tinguished services you have rendered to the State during your adminis. 
tration of the province confided to your care, I cannot but accept your 
resignation, on account of your ill-health, with the greatest sorrow and 
sympathy. Wishing, however, to retain the services of a statesman of 
such talent and experience in every branch of the administration, I have 
appointed you, by an ukase of this date, to be Member of the Imperial 

‘ouncil of State; and, in consider: of your long services and support 
to the throne and country, as well as for the personal bravery you have 
displayed on the field of battle, and, lastly, for the excellent arrangements 
and. dispositions you have made for the organisation and administration of 
Siberia, I confer upon you the Grand Cross of the Order of St. 
Viadimer, with the swords, the insignia of which you will receive herewith, 


and remain for ever your immutable and well-affectioned 
ALEXANDER. 


A short time ago it was intended to appoint Count 
Murawieff-Amoorsky to be Governor-General of Poland, but 
the late events in that country have assumed such a dan- 
gerous appearance, and the Count’s inveterate hostility to the 
Poles is so well known, that the Emperor has decided against 
the appointment, preferring to pacify that kingdom by con- 
ciliatory measures to putting down the insurrectionary move- 
ment by the employment of military force. 


HOLLAND, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Amstervax, April 7. 
The new Cabinet is now consolidated, and fairly launched on 
its political carecr, with what degree of success and longevity 
remains to be scen. The Second Chamber of the States 
General is convoked for the 16th inst., when ministers will sub- 
mit their programme, and in the mean time are busily engaged 
in preparing the drafts of the different Bills they intend to in- 
troduce. With regard to commercial legislation, the public in 
this country are decidedly in favour of free trade principles, and 
no Minister of Finance would dare to propose a protective tariff, 








for fear of certain failure and exposing himself to general ridi- 
cule. Mr, Loudon will have to defend his Bill for the most 
useful way of employing the surplus ‘capital of ‘the colonial 
budget, as well as the general budget for the Colonial Depart- 
ment for the Second Semester of this year, which has not yet 
been voted by the Second Chamber. The Department of 
Foreign Affairs offers no great difficulties, as peace and non- 
intervention are the leading features of the Dutch political creed 
with reference to other countries, but the new Minister of the 
Laterior will, probably, not find it easy to gain the consent of 
the Chamber to several measures of importance relating to home 
matters, and of a purely domestic nature, that he intends to 
bring forward this session. 

Since my last letter the compulsory reduction of freights from 
India by the Netherlands Trading Company has continued to 
absorb public attention, nor is the general excitement on tho 
subject, by any means, passed by. At a meeting of shipowners 
of this city held hero last week, at the locality known by the 
appellation of the “Seaman's Hope,” upwards of forty ship- 
owning firms resolved unanimously not to tender any of their 
vessels to the company under the new conditions imposed in 
such an arbitrary manner, aud which they considered as unpro- 
fitable to their own interest and derogatory to the credit of the 
company. They further agreed to send in a represcntation on 
the subject to the Colonial Minister, remonstrating in strong 
terms on the measure and praying for relief. This resolution 
was duly put in execution, and the result is, that the Minister 
declines to interfere, considering the company to have the right 
to fix the rate of freight they can afford to give, and, as all ten- 
dors are voluntary, no one is bound to offer his vessels for charter 
if the terms and conditions do not suit his interests, and he 
thinks he can obtain better freighta elsewhere. 

At Rotterdam also the principal shipowners of that city con- 
vened a meeting to take the subject into consideration. Tho 
Amsterdam Courant lately stated that the Rotterdam meeting 
unanimously sent in their adhesion to the remonstrance made 
by the shipowners of this city ; but I have reason to know that 
this is not correct, and am enabled to add that though several 
of the gentlemen present were in favour of the protest, the ma- 
jority opposed it, and consequently no representation was made 
by them to the colonial minister. The amount of shipping re- 
presented by the former was 23,562 tons, whilst the majority 
owned 36,551 tons, 

In the meantime the Netherlands Trading Company appear 
to have acceded by tacit consent to the clamour raised by the 
shipowners, for they have chartered the following thirty-two 
vessels at the former rates of 110 florins per last. of two tons, 
with 165 per cent. primage for‘return cargoes from ports in India 
to this country.

ties. The advantages offered them are a gradually rising pay 
according to their length of service, commencing at 100 florins 
per month (£100 per annum) from the day of their sailing from 
a port in Holland; a free passage with accommodation and 
food as a first-class cabin passenger by a Government vessel to 
Netherlands India ; a sum of 1,000 florins for their outfit; and 
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lastly, an advance of four months’ pay (if required), to be re- 
paid in monthly instalments after their arrival in India, 

A letter from Harderwyk states that a further detachment 
of colonial troops, consisting of 100 men, under the command 
of Rittmeester W. Kaars-Sypestein, of the E. I. Cavalry, re- 
turning to his regiment from leave of absence to this country, 
and accompanied by the Second Lieutenants of Infantry J. 
Lauer, F, Sieburgh, E. Sieburgh, and J. W. van Eys, and the 
Medical Officer of the Third Class van der Burg, embarked last 
week at Nieuwe Deep for Java on board the chartered transport 
Staatsraad van Ewyk, Capt. F. de Winter. 

For the approaching election of a member of the Second 
Chamber for the borough of Zwolle, in the room of Baron van 
Zuylen van Nyefelt, the new Minister for Foreign Affairs, the 
candidates in the field are the baron himself, who offers himself 
for re-election, Mr. van Naamen van Eenenes, and Mr. Meester, 
the present Burgomaster of Harderwyk. 

At Roermond there will also be a contested election for the 
seat lately held by Mr. Strens, the new minister for Catholic 
affairs, The candidates are Mr. F. de Keverberg, of Kessel, 
near Venlo, Mr. J. B, Hengst, formerly member of the Second 
Chamber, and Mr. C. Cornelis, justice of the peace at Weert. 

The King has granted a pension of 3,669 florins per annum 
to Mr. J. A. Mutsaers, late Minister for Public Worship (Catho- 
lic), and appointed him to be member of the Council of State. 

A few weeks ago four Swiss soldiers who had enlisted for 
service in India deserted from the depot at Harderwyk, and 
gaining the coast, stole a boat and proceeded in it to sea. 
Without any knowledge of navigation—in fact, never having 
seen the sca before,—and not having taken the precaution to 
provide themselves with a compass or even provisions, their 
foolhardiness very nearly cost them their lives. After being 
tossed about at the mercy of the waves for several days, they 
were ultimately picked up in a most exhausted state by the 
Belgian fishing-smack Dolphin, and landed at Ostend, where 
they were handed over to the Dutch Consul at that port. 

A similar case is just reported from the Helder, where three 
Swiss recruits belonging to the garrison at that port made an 
attempt to seize a boat with the intention of crossing over to 
England to escape their military duties. They had provided 
themselves with a good stock of bread for their voyage, but 
were detected in the act of embarking during the night. 

Major K. A. Jeckel, late of the India Service, who lately re- 
tired from the army with a pension, has received from the 
King the insignia of the Royal Order of the Crown of Oak. 

The Dutch army has to deplore the loss of a meritorious 
officer, by the death of Lieut.-General Baron van Uttenhove, 
who spent many years of his life in Netherlands India, where 
he was Colonel-Commandant of the Cavalry corps. He was 
born at Utrecht, on the 29th of January, 1802. 

The Netherlands Trading Company are making inquiry for

MONETARY AND COMMERCIAL. 

Money continues abundant and almost a drug at 6 to 7 per cent. The 
Bank returns exhibit a plethora of specie amounting to about ¢34,000,000, 
while the deposits reach about $90,000,000, and the loans to $122,000,000. 
Sterling exchange has improved, and bankers’ bills sell at 107c., and 
commercial ditto at 105$c. to 106c. 

Tea.—Green continues in good demand, and during the present weck 
about 3,000 half-chests have been sold at full prices. The auction sale 
last week, consisting chiefly of blacks, passed off with good spirit. Greens 
are scarce and firm. Fair Young Hysons are to be had below 45c., but 
not many under 50c. per Ib. 

Corre is steady. Among the sales have been 104 bags Government 
Java, at 17c. to 17}c, 

Sucans have ruled at easier rates, with a steady demand. We have 
no sales of East India to report. The stock comprises 108,000 bags, 
21,000 bhds., and 15,000 boxes. 

‘Tin.—The market was quiet at 27c. to 27hc. for Banca, and at 26c. to 
26}c. cash for Straits, 

Gunny Bacs were steady, with a moderate demand. Sales of 400 
bales, part heavy, have been made in Boston ex-ship at 12}c. cash; 50 
ditto at 13jc. six months; and 275 ditto at 124c, to 18c. cash and six 
months.

HER MAJESTY’S IMPERIAL AND INDIAN ARMIES. 

The measures for the consolidation of the Indian with the Imperial 
forces of her Majesty have so nearly approached accomplishment, that 
we may venture, (says the A: aad Navy Gazette), to give their main 
features in a substantially complete form, 

In future, every officer to be commissioned and every soldier to be 
enlisted will belong to the general army, and will be available for ser- 
vice in any part of the empire to which the requirements of the State 
may call him, and in the rotation hitherto usual among the troops” of 
the line. In the great majority of the regiments what is called the 
purchase system will prevail as at present; but in three regiments of 
cavalry and nine of infantry, which are to be formed upon the remains 
of the local Indian European corps, the promotion will be regulated 
pretty much on the pit of the company's service—namely, pure seni- 
ority in all but the higher ranks. Tn sddition to this army for gene. 
ral service, and the native colonial regiments now in existence for the 
defence of Malta, Ceylon, the West Indies, &c., there will be in India 
a number of irregular corps, composed of natives, but officered from 
the Indian staff, of which six members will be employed in superin- 
tending the efficiency of each irregular corps. This Indian staff will in 
itself form a list of officers who will yolunteer to serve in it. Their 

wualification will consist in their belonging to a regiment serving in 
india, in their having previously passed two years in that country, and 
in their proving their fitness by means of an examination. fe may 
obviate dar by at once stating that the nature of this examination 
will be settled, not schoolmaster fashion, but by the head of the depart- 
ment in which it is proposed to employ the candidate; that it is intended to 
be practical, and having reference only to those subjects of which a 
knowledge is essential to the efficient discharge of the duties to be under- 
taken. taff list will be ever varying in its dimensions, and promo- 
tions in it will be regulated only by'length of service. The qualifying 
terms are, for the rank of captain twelve years’ service, of which four 
must be in the staff corps; for major twenty years’ service, of which six 
must be in the staff corps; for lieutenant-colonel twenty-six years’ ser- 
vice, of which eight must be in the staff corps. Five years’ service in the 
last-named rank will give a right to the rank of colonel, after which the 
officer's promotion is regulated by his army seniority. The purely mili- 
tary staff—the adjutant-general’s and quartermaster-general’s deparitents, 
the brigade-majors and personal staff—will be filled cither by the line, as at 
present, or by the staff corps, but in every other department the Indian 
staff will be composed solely of officers who have given up their regi- 
ments to join the Indian staff corps. Every military officer in_India will 
therefore belong to and serve with either the Royal Artillery, Royal En- 
ineers, one of her Majesty's regiments of Cavalry or Infantry of the 

ine, or to the Staff Corps. Exchanges between these several services 
will be permitted under pretty much the same rules by which they are 
now regulated between one Queen’s regiment and another. This, then, 
will be shortly and simply the position of the united army as soon as the 
complications terminate, which must more or less exist during the period 
in ‘mhich two military establishments, hitherto regulated by widely different 
systems, are being welded into one body. 
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THE THIRD CHINA WAR.

“GENERAL ORDER BY HIS EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL 

OF INDIA. 
“ Camp, Jubbulpore, Jan. 17, 196]. 

“His Eecelieoey, the Viceroy and Governor-General of India has much 
satisfaction in publishing, for general information, the subjoined letter, 
dated the 21st of November, 1860, from Lieutenan‘-General Sir J. Hope 
Grant, G.C.B., Commander of the Forces in China, bringing to no- 
tice the services, during the compas in that country, of the native 
troops of all arms which proceeded to China from Bengal, Madras, and 
Bombay. 

«« The Governor-General congratulates the troops on the high testimon 
which they have earned for themselves from their distinguished cine 
mander by their exemplary conduct in camp and garrison, and by their 
valour in the field. And it is an additional source of gratification to the 
Governor-General, and a matter of which the troops may jusily be 
that their brilliant conduct in the field excited the admiration not only of 
their British comrades, but aleo of the French troops which served in the 
same campaign. 

«I will be the grateful task of the Governor-General to make known 
to her Majesty's Government the report of Lieutenant-General Sir Hope 
Groat, and to bring particularly to notice the officers specially mentioned 
by him.”

as well as the task of carrying letters almost daily between Tien-tsin and 
Peking (a distance of seventy-five miles), for upwards of a month, 
during which they were frequently fired upon ; thelr services have been 
of the utmost value to the expedition. 

“T beg to recommend Major Probyn and Captain Fane to your Ex- 
cellenes's moe favourable notice. 

“The two companies of the Madras Artillery, under Captain Hicks,

enough to reach that city on the day it was attacked by the rebels, and to 
assist in repelling their attacks,

if we could compound for the next twenty years to receive no news at all 
from that interesting part of the world, except the figures which denote 
the exchanges and the current prices and the statistics of imports and ex- 
ports. If narrative be an absolute necessity, we would make an excep- 
tion in favour of that little bit of undeviating mendacity which always 
comes down from Foochow. From that sequestered mart of teas where 
steamboats do not go there is never-failing intelligence of some imminent 
isturbance which never comes to anything, but is always sufficiently 
alarming to shake the confidence in the home market as to any uninter- 
rupted supply of tea. long experience we can receive this with 
unshaken nerves. But from the great centres of politics and intelligence 
we are only too thankful to find that there is nothing of dangerous import- 
ance to record. This time everything is of a quiet and cheering character, 
and Lord Elgin, who is now speeding homewards from Trieste, may take 
his seat in the House of Lords with the quiet consciousness that he has 
once more accomplished what he went out to perform. Mr. Bruce and 
Prince Kung are getting on together in amity and concord, which, com- 
sidering the circumstances of their first introduction, are quite as strict as 
could have been anticipated. The Prince has scen fit to open to British 
trade, “at the earliest practical period,” two ports above Chekiang, on the 
Great River. As this is something the treaty, we take it for 
granted that this excellent Prince has also made arrangements for the im- 
mediate opening of the great port in Mantchouria, and that he has con- 
veyed assurances of his entire comprehension of the fact that under the 
most favoured nation clause of our treaty we are become entitled to all the 
privileges more recently granted to the Russians, We are very content, 
jowerer, to see the principal attention of our diplomatists and naval 
officers fixed upon the Great River. 
and Holborn are to London. ‘There is no getting a thorough trade it 
and egress while these thoroughfares are blocked up and forbidden. 
Yang-tee is the way to ani from every important part of the Chinese 
Empire. Somehow or other, every canal finds its way into it; all the 
best teas grow in the provinces it waters, and the best silks get up into the 
vast cities. The simple divine who found an unnecessary illustration of 
the goodness of Providence in the fact that good rivers were always sent to 
flow through great towns might here ece his famous idea perfectly deve- 
Joped. All up the river for 1,200 miles its margin it enlivened or 
oppressed by vast commercial ports, Until we get up to these we know 
nothing of China. We may be allowed to wander about a few streets in 
Hoxton and Camden Town, and cpen a shop in St. John’s-wood, but so 
long as we are shut out of the long lines of Holborn and Fleet-street we 
ot be said to have any of the advantages of trading in London. So 
it is in China. Hitherto they have told us that we cannot go up this 
river because there are rebels at Nanking. No doubt there are. Show 
us 1,200 miles anywhere on the face of the globe without some imped 
ment. There are impediments in Fleet-street and Holborn. me 
householder who desires to save sixpence a thousand in the price of e 
is always pulling up the pavement, or a piratical water company 
opened a tremendous trench, ora despotic Imperialist Board of Works has 
threatened to shut up the whole quarter; or it is Lord Mayor's Day, and 
Gog and Magog, more terrible to look upon than an army of Taepings, 
have possession of the thoroughfare. But still we get along as we may, 
and by some means or other we manage to do busincss with the sho 
our route. So we should on the Fleet-street of China. If they will let 
us alone, and don't treaty-bind us too much, we shall get along up, taking 
advantage of our opportunities, dodging the Lord Mayor, waiting patiently 
till we can overcome the block caused by the economical householder and 
his gaspipe, and humbling ourselves before the omnipotent Board of 
Works. Depend upon it, there are means of overcoming the difficulties 
caused by the rebels without putting them all to the sword. What makes 
Prince Kung so civil just at present? First of all, the advance 
Peking. That was to induce so exalted a Tartar to look into 
the business at all. But his after-cordiality has been entircly caused by 
the discovery which he has made thatthe Customs at Shanghai are doubl- 
ing every three or four years, and that there is a tolerable certainty of their 
coming up next year to the very respectable sum of £2,000,000. We 
may depend upon it that Prince Kung is by this time fully alive to 
the advantage of making nests in other parts of China where Evropean 
hens may come and lay their golden eggs. We may also depend upon it 
that even the mystic Sovereignty which resides at Nanking would not be 
very long in discovering it to be to his advantage to receive a toll for 
police dues or lighthouse dues—although he has destroyed the porcelain 
pagoda which might have served him for this pretext — or under any other 
name he might pl , from ships passing through the bit of river which 
endures his sovereignty. The British ships which are now up this im- 
rtant highway deserve much more sympathy and interest than they are 
iikely to obtain. When Captain Sherard Osborn carried Lord Elgin up 
during his first embassy, we only knew of its course and its banks what the 
Jesuits had told us, Now we know all about it, Now we know that the 
buyers and sellers are really all congregated in those parts; and that, 
although they are cruelly plundered by hosts of foragers from the Emperor 
at Peking and from the Emperor at Nanking—plunderers whom they 
abhor with an impartial dread, still they buy and sell, Lord Elgin’s 
voyage was a voyage of discovery; Admiral Hope's voyage is a voyage to 
found a settlement. There is by this time a gunboat anchored off Chin- 
Kiang, and a Consul, to whom we hope that the terrible memories of what 
happened in that city twenty years ago will procure respect and safety.

We shall 
then also be able fairly to settle the question which now troubles some of 
us—how far the clause in the Russian Treaty which gives that nation a free 
trade in goods across the land frontier will enable it to undersell us in the 
centre provinces. Admiral Hope invited the merchants of Shanghai to 
go with him, to sow seeds of commerce as they pass along. The greatest 
among them are, we fear, too busy and too well to do to have a taste for 
such ventures ; but it is to be that there are some young and adven- 
turous spirits who, even at Shanghai, are not too rich and too contented to 
move, and who may heve gone up with him. We are very anxious to re- 
ceive a trade rey from “John Bull, Brothers, of Hangkow,” and we 
greatly desire to hear that they are only one of the numerous firms who 
enjoy in the neighbourhood of that large, but not beautiful or at 
city, fine European settlement, and a bund convenient for charitable 
talk. We hope that they may own fleets of steamers in the three miles of 
broad waters which divide the quarters of the enormous city,and may have 
Pleasant residences among the lakes which are not far away. We hope to 
see this, because this is the sort of thing which has come to pass, and which 
has answered so wonderfully at Shanghat 3 and because whenever this may 
in the interior it will be at once @ syepiom ‘nd a cause of malls 
being in full work in Lancashire, and tea plentiful with the good house- 
wives of Great Britain.— The Times. 








Hiterature. 

In the current number of the British Quarterly Review 
(Jackson and Walford) there is an important article eutitled 
“Our Commerce with China.” The writer evidently thinks 
that British interests are liable to be injured by the encroach- 
ments of Russia, and dwells on the fuct that in less than three 
years the Russian Empire has made a complete sweep over the 
vast Manchoorian plains on either side of the Amoor, the pre- 
viously semi-neutral condition of which “was held by Asiatic 
Politicians to be essential to the independence both of China 
and Japan.” 

He affirms that it is our interest to support the Manchoo 
dynasty against Russians and Taepings. Several of the state- 
ments made in the article are highly interesting, and it is well 
worthy of perusal. 

Some years ago Dr. August Pfitzmaier translated into Ger- 
mana Japanese romance, and the National Review for April 
(Chapman and Hall) gives an article on the subject, and an out- 
line of the story, which is curious and amusing. Dr, Pfitzmaier 
is"at present engaged on a Japaneso Dictionary.

LORD ELGIN'S RETURN. 

Her Masesty's Pixsiporentiany in China has at length 
arrived in England from his second expedition to the Far East, 
After a short stay in Paris Lord Exary landed at Dover on the 11th 
inst, amidst the warm checrs of the populace, and salutes of ord- 
nance from the Castle and from the Western Heights. It was an 
honest English welcome, and one as merited as it was genuine. 
It is pleasant to read that Lord Exom’s bronzed countenance 
exhibited “much gratification at the warmth and cordiality of 
his reception ;” pleasant to know that the address read by the 
Town Clerk, and replied to by his Lordship, was not a mere mat- 
ter of formal courtesy, but the expression of an universal belief 
that Lord Exain has amply vindicated the honour of the 
British name, and that he has successfully achieved a work, 
the importance of which it is impossible to over-cstimate. 
The mingled feclings of gratitude and pride with which his 
Lordship was ‘welcomed by the Mayor and Corporation of the 
most famous of our Cinque Ports, are, wo repeat, the feelings 
of the nation. No party bigotry, no misconception of Asiatic 
Politica, can possibly obscure a triumph, won with such ability 
and wisdom. Lord Exeiy’s mission was indeed “difficult and 
delicate,” but we believe that it has been successfully fulfilled ; 
that he has laid a broad and lasting foundation for the sccurity 
of British commerce in China, and that under the agis of the 
New Treaty, Christiavity and civilisation will unite in blessing 
that vast Empire. 

The greatuess of this little island of ours is a matter of which 
Englishmen may well be proud, but it is doubtful whether many 
of us ever experience any particular feelings of exultation from 
considerations of that kind. Born to empire, we have from the 
earliest times always accepted our high position in the world 
simply asa thing of course. It never occurred to our ancestors, 
when the whole extent of their power lay within even less than 
the compass of these islands, that because their country, ter- 
ritorially considered, was about one-third the size of France or 
Spain, it should therefore necessarily be less powerful than those 
nations. On the contrary, we were rivals of the greatest powers 
evon then, as the actions of our Epwarps and Henrtgs proved, 
and when the whole island, just two hundred and sixty-one 
years ago became subject to the same Government, the English- 
men of that age, alihough their colonial empire was then hardly 
founded, modestly prefixed to the name of their country the dis- 
tinctive epithet Gneat. This they did, not in any spirit of boast- 
fulness, which was not of their nature, and Jeast of all with the 
express intention of comparing the greatness of their island with 
that of any other country, but simply because it was a matter 
of necessity to find a new style and title for two powerful 
Kingdoms when united under the same sceptre. Nor were they 
wrong in their appellation, for, as was justly remarked the other 
day by Mr. Gravsroxe at the Mansion House, the seeds of 
England's power are centred wholly in herself, Yet, upon her 
possessions abroad the sun never sets, from the extreme East 
to the furthest West, all round the globe; and from all 
quarters are continually arriving her numerous prefects and 
pro-consuls, her statesmen and soldiers, who have recently laid 
down high office, if not Imperial power, to give an account of 
the manner in which they exercised their great trust, and to 
receive from their fellow-citizens in this little islaud the meed 
of praise or the tacit censure which their deeds have merited. 
The former is considered their noblest reward, while the latter, 
let us be thankful, is so rarely deserved as almost to be un- 
known. And after having for years thus wielded kingly 
power—after having waged successful wars, annexed large 
provinces, and concluded treaties of peace with Imperial poten- 
tates fiftcen thousand miles across the sea—they return to 
their island home, and shorn of all the emblems of their great- 
ness, mingle modestly with the mass of their countrymen, 














— 
after a time not specially noticed, though for their great ser- 
yices never forgotten. 

Lord Elgin, one of the greatest of those statesmen who have 
done England illustrious services abroad, has just returned to 
reap the reward which his countrymen know so well how to 
bestow upon the meritorious. The approbation of a united 
country—the praise of Queen, Parliament, and people—is not 
often so unanimously accorded as it has been on the present 
occasion. At great personal inconvenience, and after having 
only recently returned from the Far East, his lordship, at the 
call of duty, at once set out again to the scene of his former 
labours, to undertake a task, the weight of which few men 
would have been enabled so successfully to sustain. Canton, 
Tien-tsin, Japan, and the Yang-tze are names which recall the 
high achievements of his first mission; and it was no fault 
of his lordship’s if the somewhat over-sanguine expectations 
formed by the public as to the results of his work were not 
strictly fulfilled. The Chincse now fullyunderstand that they can- 
not depart from the spirit of their agreements with us. Sure as 
fate, unswerving as time, if the bond be broken, it will infallibly 
be restored, and re-ratified with additional securities, and under 
circumstances that cannot but leave a lasting impression on 
their minds, And so let the Chinese, no matter by 
what motives impelled, cease from their cunning; let them 
abide now by what they have again ratified, even in the 
heart of their capital, where foreign force never marched 
before ; let thom think by day and dream by night of the 
penalty of not doing so; let them have night-mare visions of 
being burot amidst summer palaces flying up in miles of 
sparkling embers high into the air; let them do and bethink 
them of all this, ard the realised results will soon repay their 
passive good faith in speedily producing such a thriving and 
contented condition, both as regards their people and Govern- 
ment, that to war with us for the future would be regarded 
only as stark madness, Lord Elgin’s second mission could 
not produce a nobler result, both to our own country and 
that enormous empire. 


One of the surest ways to bring about such a wished-for 
consummation, and one of the works for which, we venture to 
say, Lord Elgin in after-times will best be known, will be the 
opening of the Yang-tze to the commerce of the world. What 
London is to England so is that noble stream to China—the 
mart of the whole country. Its picturesque banks are lined 
with some of the largest cities in tho East; and at a point 
six hundred miles from the sea, at the junction of the Yang- 
tze and the Han, on whose banks, facing and close to one 
another, are situated the three emporiums of Hankow, Han- 
yang, and Wuchang, a British Consul is by this time posted 
to preside over the initiation of a commerce which bids fair to 
surpass that of any other place in China. At all seasons of 
the year there are at least eleven feet of water. available 
throughout this long line of river communication, and when the 
stream is flooded by the summer rains and the winter's snows, 
even ocean steamers drawing sixteen fect of water can ascend 
as high, as tho Furious did with Lord Elgin in November, 
1858, Opposite Hankow the river is a mile broad, and ex- 
cessively deep, and though foult has been found with its sand- 
banks, it is an easier river to navigate than even the Ganges 
or the Indus, upon which steamers ply throughout the year 
as high as seven hundred and a thousand miles from the sea. 
The various articles of commerce to be found in these great 
marts are as plentiful as they are valuable. Iron, copper, tia, 
lead, and coal, mostly of excellent quality, and agricultural and 
manufactured produce of every description abound. The in- 
habitants, though sadly fallen off in numbers, on account of the 
ravages of the rebels, appear gencrally to be exceedingly well- 
to-do, while the country for hundreds of miles along the river’s 
banks is everywhere dotted with farms, homesteads, and ham- 
lets, peeping out amidst the most exuberant vegetation, and 
surrounded by highly fertile and cultivated fields, teeming with 
a vast population, all desirous of purchasing our goods. In 
short, a finer and more promising market—one never yet 
broached—could nowhere be found ; and that we are now to 
have it opened to us can be attributed chiefly to the wisdom 
and enorgy of Lord Elgin, who was the first to explore its 
treasures, and who, though now amongst us, gave directions 
for that expedition which, having started about the middle of 
February, must by this time have founded several scttlements 
on its banks. The only difficulties by which we can be opposed 
in this grand enterprise are those with which we are already 





familiar, and which we have before so often overcome—we 
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mean Chinese duplicity and cunning, and the rebels who in- 
opportunely hold Nanking. At Shanghai only the other day 
these latter gontry were tought a salutary lesson, and they 
have doubtless not yet forgotten the redoubled attention and 
vigour with which we returned their anything but friendly 
salutation when we first ascended the river so high in 1858. 
We, therefore, do not at this juncture anticipate any opposi- 
tion whatever from these people, who possess, we believe, 
neither tho will nor the power to work us any harm. The 
coast, then, appears clear ; and if those visions of peaceful com- 
merce which now crowd all our views of China are only 
partially fulfilled—though we sec no reason why they should 
not be accomplished, even in excess of our anticipations—the 
labours of Lord Elgin, if he had achieved nothing more, 
could not but be deemed most successful and valuable, in 
having opened to us so vast and plentiful a source, whereby, 
morally, physically, and commercially, the wealth, power, and 
happiness at least of China, if not also of England, may be 
immeasurably increased. 


THE REBELLION IN CHINA. 

To those who know anything of the Chinese character—the 
native love for antiquity and the innate reluctancy to change, 
which is its natural; characteristic—it must be refreshing to 
see the disposition to argue on points of doctrine and disci- 
pline which is shown by the rebels of Nanking. Were no poli- 
tical element in the matter it would be marvellous, and we 
must then acknowledge it to be a true work, and a step in that 
direction most ardently longed for by the earnest missionary 
there and by all good Christians at home. But the Kan-Wang, 
whose confessions we have received by the late mail in the 
shape of a confidential report intended for publication—the 
Kan-Wang has Ict out the secret. When too closcly ques- 
tioned (query 5), by the inquiring missionary on the absurdity 
of the Celestial King requiring all nations to come and serve at 
his Court, and stating that Jesus Christ and the Eastern and 
Western Kings are own brothers, he laughed aloud, and can- 
didly confessed that it was a matter among themselves, and 
only convected with their success ; in other words, that they 
said just what was convenient about God and Jesus Christ, and 
did not think the outside people would take the trouble to dis- 
cuss the matter. And we are not at all surprised to hear that 
they now deny some of the dogmas which they once pro- 
fessed, for when they find that these opinions of theirs run 
counter to their interests with foreigners, it will be to them the 
easiest matter in the world to contradict themselves, and pro- 
fess d la Chinoise that there was nothing at all in it—the thing 
was said or done just to ensure their own success. 

We should advise all well-meaning missionaries, if we may be 
allowed to suggest, to beware lest they be found countenancing 
not mere heresy but blasphemy, while they uphold the doctrines 
of these infatuated rebels. What the precise nature of their 
conviction is, we are at aloss to make out ; they appear to us 
to be neither Unitarians nor Trinitarians, for they profess a 
belief in Christ as the Saviour of the World, and as having a 
sort of connection with the Supreme, more than mortal men 
have, but they deny his equality with the Father. Then, ina 
proclamation from his Celestial Majesty, there is a delightful 
maystery and confusion. He speaks about the Spirit-Parent of 
all, and God the Holy Spirit, being the Holy Father of all; 
Jesus, the Elder Brother, coming down to save mankind from 
sin, and promising a Comforter, to wit, the Eastern King, who 
is now come from Ghina. The line of argument, if such it may 
be called, which the Chief takes, is not unworthy of the style 
of the celebrated “Essays and Reviews.” He, in fact, takes 
the Bible not as the infallible word of the living God, but as a 
work on which to exercise his “verifying faculty,” which (alas 
for China !) we fear is but a poor instrument of investigation in 
his native land. Anthropomorphism also forms an element of 
their creed, because it suits the purpose of the chief to repre- 
sent God coming down and delegating authority to him to 
destroy the idolators and set up the celestial realm. 

It is certain that this Tai-ping-Wang is a man of no ordinary 
ability. He has studied the history of his own country, and is 
apparently anxious to know all he can find out about other 
nations, That he intends to root out idolatry, and that he is 
doing this, as Mr. Jouy says, “in a most masterly manner,” we 
have not a doubt: but that Christianity, in the commonly 
accepted sense of the term—pure Protestant Christianity—will 
succeed in this new empire, wo cannot believe ; on the contrary, 
we fear that an enormous heresy, unequalled in modern times, 











will be the result. The argument of Mr. Jou in favour of the 
Tai-pings, drawn from the opposition they mect with from the 
Roman Catholics, is very weak. No one, we think, can tax 
Roman Catholics with an inconsistent yielding to heresy, they 
require certain elements of faith os much as we do, for admission 
to their communion, and if the rebels will not agree ubout these 
they look upon them as heretics ; and we are inclined to believe 
they are right. If there be any use in creeds, let them be 
binding. We are unwilling to dispense with the ancient 
symbols—thcy are summaries of Scriptural truth, and if the 
rebels will not receive them, but persist in adding notions of 
their own out of some new Testament, which they have re- 
cently received, by way of revelation, we cannot imagine how they 
can properly be called Christians, No doubt they are as much 
Christians as the Mormons, but few persons will agree that that 
is a desirable form of Christianity to encourage. As for up- 
rooting idolatry, this was the project of Mahomet, and he car- 
ried it out very well too, but there is a very suspicious look 
about a religion which is being propagated by the sword; and 
Chinese are not made of stuff suitable to produce martyrs. We 
will not say that there is no real patriotism among them: this 
we believe in, aman of China may die for his country, but it 
would be a hard thing to dic for his religion, when ho does not 
possess a particle of it. So the way of the Rebel Chief, as far as 
opposition to his plan for clearing away idolatry is concerned, 
will be tolerably easy ; it is the political element which creates 
opposition to his advance. 


One word more about our position with respect to the rebels. 
Mr. Grirerra Jon's views on this subject accord very nearly 
with our own. He says, “the iuterests of religion, commerce, 
“ and civilisation, point out neutrality as the only legitimate 
“ ground for Western nations to take.” By neutrality is meant 
non-intervention, and this not unfrequently signifies—as the 
great Talleyrand observed—intervention. Why, we are acting 
now against the rebels, and properly so"; we are going up the 
Yang-tse in spite of them, and holding aloft our power asa 
warning to them to preserve a respectful distance. We cannot 
agree with Mr, Jon in blushing for the part wo took at 
Shanghai versus the Rebels. Such a cool repulse as we gave 
them on that occasion will abide in their memories for their 
guidance on future occasions, As for “ oficial intimation of 
“our intention,” they did not require that ; they knew well 
enough that the English intention was to oppose them; indeed 
the less official intimation generally the better. The Chinese 
have had too much diplomacy and too little plain dealing, and 
that is the reason why the great expedition in the Inst war was 
forced upon us. Mr. Gairrira Jony, in his peroration, bas 
been led to write a great deal that has nothing to do with the 
real question at issue. We agrce with him about neutrality 
and non-intervention, but we bave no right to assume that the 
present “dynasty is doomed speedily to fall,” or that the 
“ vitality it has it does not deserve.” That is no business of 
ours, and therefore we cannot be taxed with folly and sin in 
just leaving the matter alone. And as for putting down the 
insurrection, the Government of this country has, we are sure, 
no notion of doing such a foolish thing. The present revolu- 
tion may bear comparison with those of past history and suffer 
nothing, but still it is a revolution, and onc in the same cate- 
gory with those of past times, for the cruel desolation which it 
has caused, ‘ 


Let the insurrection go on, and England will, we trust, neither 
help the Emperor to put it down, nor assist the rebels to set up 
anew government. Let the old dynasty consume, and let the 
new dynasty arise from its ashes in a natural way ; only we 
warn the missionaries and all else whom it may concern, not to 
expect very much from the religious element in the rebellion. 
It may be the offspring of the missionaries’ teaching, and have 
grown deformed, but there are ccrtain qualities requisite to 
truth, and if the religious belief of the rebels is so misshapen 
as to be divested of the grand lineaments of Christianity, how 
can we recognise it as such. We shall be glad to learn that we 
are wrong in our estimate ; it may be that the field will turn 
out a flourishing one for the church, but uuless the missionary 
can reach the spot to sow the secd, we cannot expect it to 
fructify. We must wait aud see how the rulers of Nanking 
conduct themselves towards foreigners during their passage to 
and fro on the Yang-tze. If they are wise they will prove to 
us their good-will by giving every facility to both traders and 
missionaries to ply their avocations, and thus enable us to treat 
them with the like consideration. 
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THE STRAITS TRANSFER QUESTION. 

‘We have vaiuly endeavoured, for some months past, to raise 
the veil which hangs between the public and the sacred pre- 
cinets of the Colonial-office. A long period has elapsed since 
the inhabitants of the Straits made known their wishes on the 
transfer question, and immediate attention should have been 
paid to their petition. Singapore deserves to be viewed in a 
different light from most of our settlements, since it owes its 
prosperity eutirely to the labours of the mercantile classes ; 
the neglect, therefore, with which their views have been treated 
reflects great discredit on all concerned. 


We know that the Secretary for India, and the Governor- 
General in Council, have expressed their willingness to consign 
the Straits to the care of the Colonial Secretary. The obstruc- 
tion, therefore, must come from the latter. The Duke of New- 
CastLE, we believe, demanded information as to whether these 
Settlements were able to defray their own expenses, but the India 
‘House did not afford it. A body of merchants in London waited 
on his lordship, and on learning the result of his application, 
are preparing the fullest information they can collect on the 
subject for presentation to the Dux, so that we hope in a short 
time the Secretary for the Colonies will be in possession of 
facts that will enable him to decide on the advisibility or other- 
wise of the scheme. We are inclined to believe that the dis- 
inclination on the part of the Duxe is more deeply rooted than 
the public conceive, andthat any information he may obtain will 
not alter his opinion. His belief is that the Straits Scttle- 
ments will not defray their own expenses, and that even if most 
of the charges cau be defrayed by the revenue, troops would 
have to be provided at the Government expense. But the sub- 
ject is too important to be simply considered from an economical 
Point of view. The real question is, whether the Settlements 
should remain ss heretofore notoriously neglected, or whether 
by being placed under the supervision of the Colonial-office 
their resources should be fully and advantageously developed. 

One of the first results of the transfer would be that the 
Settlements would obtain officials who would be more capab!e 
of grappling difficult subjects in connection with trade, than the 
military and civil servants of the East Indian Government 


whose ideas are limited to a stereotyped system of government * 


from which they are not likely to stray. The resources of the 
Straits have been so clearly set forth by the newspapers, that 
this delay on the part of the Colonial Secretary appears to us a 
mere evasion of responsibility, and on him, therefore, rests the 
neglect of a colony that we believe is destined, under good ma- 


nagement, to add materially to the commercial welfare of | 


England. 





Camvess Guxs—In the Illustrated London News of the 6th 
inst, there are some interesting sketches of Chinese guns, made 
by Mr. George Banks, Surgeon in the Royal Navy. Mr, Banks, 
after alluding to the enormous difficulty which has always 
existed of casting guns strong enough to resist the explosive 
force of ganpowder—a difficulty which has of late been almost 
overcome in the Whitworth and Armstrong guns, says, “ Judge 
of my astonishment when as I was walking through the Taku 
Forts, at the entrance of the Peiho, I came upon a lot of cast- 
off Chinese guns, evidently very old, but made almost upon 
theso principles, and rejected about the end of the seventeenth 
century, when the famous Ferdinand Verbrest taught them to 
manufacture cast guns of brass and iron.” 

The steamer which we announced in a late issue for Messrs. 
Lane, Harper, and others, was launched on the 28th of March 
from Messrs, Wingate'and Co.'s yard on the Clyde, and named 
the Swatow. She is about 300 tons and 60-horse power, and 
on a trial trip attained & speed of 11 knots. She will pro- 
ceed in about ten days to Hong Kong, under the command of 
Captain Minto. 

Monsieur C. de Montigny, late Minister at Siam and Consul 
at Shanghai, has been appoiuted to receive the Siamese Am- 
bassadors expected by the next mail on a visit to Paris. 

The rumour gains ground that the Duke of Newcastle is 
appointed as the new Governor-General. Some journals even 
assert that ho will proceed to India in May. 


Tue Rep Sea Tetecrarn Company’s Steamen.—The Cape and 
Natal News says:—“ The little steamer Telegraph, 131 tous, com- 
manded by Captain Kidder, put into Table Bay on the 90th of January 
for coals.” She left Plymouth on the 7th of October, bound for the Red 
Sea. She encountered a gale of wind in the Bay of Biscay, was dis- 
masted, and received other damages, which cannpelted her to put into 
Corunna for repairs. The Telegraph belongs to the Red Sea Telegraph 
Company, and is to attend upon the cable.” 








Loss or rue Transport Suir “Mites Barton” From Cutna.— 
The ship Miles Barton, 1,000 tons burthen, chartered as a transport ship, 
commanded by Captain James Shelford, has been totally fost while on her 
homeward passage to England from Hong Kong. She sailed from the 
latter port on the 16th of Iast December, with 320 mon of the Srd Regi- 
ment, under the command of Major King, and a crew consisting of thirty- 
two hands, On the 8th of February the ship had made Simons Bay, and 
was under full sail, proceeding westward, when about midnight she struck 
ona reef of rocks, twenty miles to the eastward of Struys Bay. The 
officers and men were startled out of their sleep by the sound of the vessel 
scraping and bumping on the rocks. All ands and the troops imme- 
diately came on deck to ascertain the cause, when they found the crew 
endeavouring to wear the sh'p, but all endeavours to do so were of no 
avail, and finding this to be the case, all idea of moving her was aban- 

aa it was feared that if che was taken into deep water she might 
founder. The troops exhibited no symptoms of fear or alarin, and, to kee} 
their attention engaged, the officers stationed many of them to take spell 
atthe pump. About half an hour afier the ship first struck, a fire was re~ 
Ported to have broken out in the galley, but that was soon extinguished. The 
sea was running very high, and it was not considered expedient to land the 
troopsthat night, particularly asthey were unconsciousas to the actual distance 
itwas off. At daybreak the ship was discovered to be nearly two miles 
from the shore. High waves were continually breaking along the whole 
distance, and the shore seemed deserted and bare, presenting only barren 
sandhills, and no one knew whether it was habitable or not. However, 
immediate preparations were made for disembarking the men. It was 
attempted to get them down by the side-ladder, but the surf, breaking so 
high, washed it away. Another ladder was taken to the port bow, and 
suspended from there to enable the men, with the assistance of ropes, to 
descend into the boats. At first the two lifeboats were loaded, but not 
without considerable difficulty and danger. In one or two instances men 
fell into the water, but were fortunately recovered. The long-boat also 
made two successive trips, when a sea carried her high up on the beach 
and stove her. It was nearly four o'clock in the afternoon when Major 
King left the wreck with the remainder of the men. The captain, offi- 
cers, and crew followed them, and that night the troops were encamped 
on the sandhills, without covering of any kind. But fortunately each 
man had a day's supply of provisions and water with him. Here they 
waited tll the arrival of ber Majesty's ship Cyclops, which was despatched 
by the Governor-General at the Cape, immediately on the intelligence of 
the wreck reaching him. On the 12th the whole of them embarked on 
board the Cyclops. Only one casualty occurred. A private, of the name 
of Macnamara, was drowned by a boat capsizing. When the Cyclops 
left the scene of the wreck, the Afiles Barton was broken right in two, 
but still held fast in the rocks. The officers and men had a great 
uantity of valuable Chinese curiosities, from the Emperor's Summer 
Jace, but all bas been lost with the baggage. 


Tur Late Mr. Roseat Jamteson.—We t to announce the 
death of this gentleman, late of the firm of Messrs. Jamieson, How & Co., 
of China, at his house in Gloucester-square, on the morning of the Sth 
inst. As an enlightened philanthropist, he had for many years devoted 
auch time and wealth in endeavours to improve, civilise, and raise the 
native races of Africa from the barbarism in which they have been so lang 
involved, ‘This he sought to accomplish by establishing commercial re- 
lations with the country, ns of the rivers that flow from the interior 
into the Atlantic. In this view, in 1839, he built and fitted out at Liver- 

1, with much care and expense, the Evhiope steamship, appointing to 

command the late Captain Beacroft, to whom he Ere minute and 
ably written instructions for his guidance in exploring and trading voyages. 
In compliance with these instructions, the Ethiope made numerous 
attempts at discovery, in the great rivers and their tributaries, ascendin, 
to higher points in some instances, than had ever previously been reach 
by Europeans. Narratives of these voyages were published by Mr. 
Jamieson, and others are given in the journals of the Royal Geo; ‘ical 
Society. The success of his well concerted plans was marred by the 
well-meant, but ill-judged, interference of our Government, and when the 
unfortunate “ Niger expedition” was projected, Mr. Jamieson, being con- 
vineed of the unsoundness of the scheme, published two “ Appeals to the 
Government and People of Great Britain” against the project. When 
the disastrous consequences followed which he had foreseen the orders 
that he had given to the Ethiope enabled Captain Beacroft to rescue 
from impending destruction her Majesty's ship Albert, one of the vessels 
employed in the expedition, while by carrying her down to Fernando Po 
he saved those on board from perishing by fever. In 1859 Mr. Jamie- 
son published a tract, entitled “ Commerce with Africa,” pointing out the 
benefits that might be obtained by establishing a short inland communica- 
tion between Cross River and the Niger, to avoid the swamps of the 
Delta; but his advancing years and failing health precluded further active 
exertions. In 1840 the Institute d’ Afrique of France proposed to Mr. 
Jamieson to become one of their vice-presidents; but this he declined, 

Matta AND ALEXANDRIA CaBLe.—The Malacca, Captain Gilpin, 
is now fully loaded, having on board about 520 miles of cable, which is 
coiled in the water tight compartments built in the holds of the vessel to 
prevent heating, as announced in previous numbers of the London and 
China Telegraph. It is expected that this vessel will sail in about a week. 
The Rangoon is now fitting water tight tanks by the Thames Iron Ship 
Building Company, at the works of Messrs. Glass, Elliott, and Co., the 
cable contractors. The cable saved from the wreck of the Queen Vic- 
toria, at Plymouth, is still on board the Government hulks at Hamoaze. 
By recent letters from Malta we find that in reference to this cable, Bom- 
bah, on the coast of Barbary, which had been proposed for one of the tele- 

ph stations, has been rejected, owing to its want of protection from attack 
Fy the natives of the neighbouring country —a predatory and savage race, 
who not long ago murdered the crew of a French vessel, which was so un~ 
fortunate as to be cast on its inhospitable shore. The points at which it 
has now been determined to land the cable are Bengazi and Tripoli. 
‘At Malta it will be landed in the Bay of San Giorgio, on the south-east 
coast of the island.

‘he Times says:—-The late China war has furnished the Government 
with some valuable statistics on the cost of sea transport. At one period 
during our war with the Celestial Empire there were employed no less 
than 63,861 tons of sailing shipping, and 12,447 tons of steam shipping + 
the former averaging 22s. 6d. per ton per month, and the latter 35s. e 
above does not, however, represent the actual pay of this fleet of sailing 
vessels and steamers, the tonnage given being their registered tonnage, 
whereas they were paid by their gross tonnage, which may be taken as 
adding one-third to the amount of pay given by their registered tonnage: 
‘As an instance of how fortunes are at times made by a lucky owner of a 
ship on the outbreak of a war, an old lumbering North American built 
ship, owned by an English house, left Cardiff in January, 1860, with 
1,000 tons of coal on board, for Shanghai. On arriving at her port of 
destination she was immediately engaged by the British authorities to 
convey her freight to the North, for the use of the fleet, at £1,500 per 
month. She sailed for the North, and in due course got rid of 600 tons 
to the various men-of-war off the Peiho. With the remaining 400 tons 28 
ballast, she was started off to Japan, to fill up and return to the fleet, 
which she did, and, after again discharging 600 tons, retained the 400 
tons left, as before, for ballast, took in some old stores as additional 
ballast, and sailed from the North for Hong Kong to pay off. The last 
news of this lucky vessel received from China was to the effect that, in 
January last she was eeen to discharge 50 tons of the Welsh coal shipped 
‘on board her at Cardiff twelve months previously on board a steam trans- 
port bound to England. Possibly by this time she may have cleared ou 
the whole of her cargo. 
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‘The General Order of the 4th of March, 1861, which exempts the 

‘officers of the Royal Brgineers from pasting the Staff examination in 
order to qualify themselves for appointments in the General Staff of the 
army, has caused much surprise among the officers of the Royal Artillery, 
the grounds of exemption in the General Order being given “in con- 
sequence of the high standard of examination the officers of Engineers 
are required to pass before obiaining their commissions.” It appears that 
the officers of the Royal Artillery have a well-grounded cause of dissatis - 
faction, as an undue partiality has been thus conferred on the sister branch 
of the service, of which the Commander-in-Chief cannot be fully cogni. 
zant. From the high opinion publicly expressed on various occasions of 
the scientific qualifications of the Royal Artillery on his. Royal Highnese’s 
inspection sad review of the regiment at Woolwich, it is considered that, 
if the anomaly were brought under the Duke’s notice, it would cease to 
exist, 
We regret to learn that Col. R. R. Dawson, C.B., of the Royal Engi- 
neers, died on Thursday morning, at his villa at Blackheath, from conges- 
tion of the lungs. He had been assistant-commissioner and head of the 
‘Survey Department of the Commons Inclosure and Copyhold Commis- 
sion, which office becomes vacant by his decease. The late Colonel, who 
was much respected in the service, was in his 63rd year. 

We have to announce the death of Major-Gen. ‘D. A. Gibsone, which 
occurred lately at an advanced age. The deceased entered the Royal Ma- 
ines at an early age, and had seen considerable service. 

The line of-battle ship Bombay, 90, and the Arethusa, 51, in dock at 
Chatham, converting fom sa'ling ships to screw steamers, are to have 
the portion of their bulls below the water-mark covered with Muntz’s 
Patent metal, which is to be used for those vessels instead of copper 
sheathing. Upwards of 100 cases of the new metal have arrived at 
the dockyard from London, and have been taken into store. The Bon. 
éay and Arethusa will, when complete in their alterations, and fitted 
with their machinery, be attached to the second division of the steam re- 
serve at Chatham, 

‘The French navy has, by command of the Emperor, becn organised 
into five divisions, Each of these divisions is to be placed under the 
orders of an Admiral. Three steel-plated frigates are to be attached to 
each naval division.

CHINESE PIRATES, 
(To the Euitor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

Sin,—The letter of your correspondent, “J. F, W.,” which, in rather 
a discourteous manner, attempts to refute some of my statements, serves to 
prove their correctness, 

The piracies committed on every vessel he names, the attacks made 
upon the differentgentlemen he mentions, all took place before the Kwang- 
tung rebellion began, or any of the powerful fleets were collected. Even 
your correspondent cannot bring evidence to prove a single instance of 
Piracy against the fleets which were so ruthlessly destroyed by the British 
cruisers. I know that in some instances they interfered with the junks 
under convoy of foreign vessels, but I never have been able to discover 
that any foreign merchant vessels not conveying were ever attacked by the 
fleets which were assembled on the coast of China after the Kwang-tung 
rebellion broke out, and which were no doubt in some way connected with 
it. Your correspondent, in quoting from my pamphlet, inserts the word 
“pirates” instead of the ‘“feets” to which Pallude, and thus distorts my 
meaning for his own purpose. 

After the treatment these fleets received at our hands it would not be 
surprising if any of the vessels which escaped should afterwards attack 
foreign ships and murder their crews; but 1 believe that every English- 
man would condemn the principle at one timeadopted of destroying some- 
times whole crews, and sometimes keeping one man to give evidence 
against the others after they were killed, and then not making the evidence 
Public afer all! The vessels which were fitted out in Hong Kong for 
Piratical purposes, and brought their booty to that colony for sale, did far 
more harm to foreign vessels than any of those powerful ficets which were 
able to do so much mischief, but which were afl destroyed before our war 
with Yeh began—a war which arose out of the piratical character of the 
lorcha Arrow. 








During a civil war, in which we were declared to be neutral, there was 
no neutrality when we destroyed fleets belonging to one party, and which 
the other party were not strong cnough to cope with. ‘There are many 
instances to prove that the Tartar Government of China was so weak upon 
the coast that it frequently took actual pirates into its.service, and there 
are cases to prove that the vessels belonging to the flects destroyed by our 
cruizers were employed in convoying native craft from Foochow to 
Ningpo. 
‘The fects on the coast were in no way connected with the Taeping 
rebellion, but the flags taken from some of them distinctly proved that 
they were entitled to some political status. 

Teyou publish “J. F. W.’s” letter in your edition for the East, I shall 
feel obliged by your also publishing this jetter at the same time.

Sin,—Your correspondent, “C.P.H.,” in his paper entitled, “ Of 
what Benefit to Japan have the New Treatics, Politically, Socially, or 
Morally, been?” which appeared in your last number, has cast a most 
serious imputation on the British merchants who were resident at Yoku- 
hama on the 2nd November, ]859. He says with reference to the much- 
vexed currency question in that country, that the merchants are alone to 
blame for the stoppage which took place in the exchange of itzabons, as 
“ merchants, or men calling themselves so, owning only some thousand 
dollars, put down applications for millions, under the gentlemanly names 
of * Nonsense,’ ¢ Snooks,’ ‘Jack Ketch,’ &c.” It is not my intention to 
defend the conduct of the persons who made use of the gentlemanly 
names alluded to by your correspondent; but fo point out a fact to 
“ C.P.H.,” which he has either overlooked orisignorant of—viz., that the 
custom of Handing into the Treasury at Yokuhama several applications 
for itzabons, representing enormous sums of dollars, was first of all in- 
stituted and proposed by the very Japanese officials themselves, who, your 
correspondent wants the British public to believe, have been so grossly 
ridiculed and mocked by us coarse-minded British merchants, 

I myself have been told by many of the highest officials in the Treasury 
at Yokuhama that, if I only’sent in one application stating the actual sum 
of dollars I wanted exchanged for itzabons, I could not expect to receive 
more than a pro rata share, in accordance with the number of applications 
sent in by ober eople; and, if I wanted alarge sum of dollars exchanged, 
Thad better send in a great many names for very large amounts. I re- 
moustrated with the officials, and told them that I thought that was a very 
absurd course to pursue, but they persisted in having their own way, and 
repeated that, if | wanted many itzabons, it was absolutely necessary to 
send in a great many applications (any names they said would do), repre- 
senting enormous sums, and I would then stand some chance of getting 
as many dollars changed as my neighbours. 

I trust the above may show your able correspondent “ C.P.H.,” and 
your numerous readers, that the practice of applying for ridiculously large 
sums of itzabons in exchange for dollars at the Treasury in Yokuhama 
was not made use of by British merchants (to many of whom I know it 
was most obnoxious) to mock or insult the Japancse Government, but to 
please them, they having been the originators of it themselves.

The Union Steam Ship Company (Cape line) have declared a 
dividend of £1 per share, free of Income-tax, being at the rate 
of 10 per cent. per annum. 

With reference to the tea and sugar duties, the circular of 
Messrs. Travers and Sons has the following :— 

‘The sum collected from, the extravagant taxes on these articles was as 
stated in our circular of the 2nd inst. (for 1860), on tea, £5,444,157; on 
sugar and molasses, £6,094,073; and enormous as the amount is, there 
seems no hope of any material reduction until greater economy is effected 
in the public expenditure, and that economy cannot be effected whilst war 
expenses in time of peace are sanctioned by public opinion. The grocers 
are deeply interested in this question, for whilst the large majority of them 
have for years been selling sugar, the principal article in which they deal, 
at a loss, it has been taxed to the extent of 30 per cent. ; and a reduction 
in this tax would enable them to derive a fair profit. Tea is taxed 100 per 
cent., and the consumption is not only limited by this heavy duty, but also 
by the extra profit the retailer is forced to place'upon this article to repay 
him for the loss he sustains on his sugar. Ofthe entire revenue of the 
country more than one fourth is collected by the grocery trade, and of the 
customs revenue, £18,000.000 out of £23,000,00 are derived from articles 
sold by grocers, who credit the public and take risk of collection to this 
amount. 

Mr. Bonamy Dobree completed his two years’ term of office 
yesterday as Governor of the Bank of England. Te will be suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Alfred Latham, of the East India firm of Arbuth- 
not, Latham, and Co., and Mr. Kirkman Danicl Hodgson, of the 
firm of Finlay, Hodgson, and Co. in the China trade, will be 
the new Deputy-Governor. 

The revenue returns for the year show that ‘Mr. Gladstone 
will have to provide in his forthcoming budget for a deficiency 
of nearly £1,000,000 upon the past year, while the estimates 
for 1861-62, notwithstanding some apparent reductions, lead us 
to expect an expenditare in excess of income.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tea—The numerous arrivals have afforded a good sclection, and the 
trade have bought with tolerable freedom the sorts most in demand, or of 
which sales have been pressed; the chief transactions being in Tayshan 
Congous, good and fine Monings, and common to fair Scented Capers, 
and Orange Pekoes—prices showing no material alteration, although oc- 
casionally in favour of buyers. The deliveries for home consumption 
showed, for the two months ending 28th February, an increase of over 
1,000,000ibs., compared with last year, but this during the month of 
March has been more than lost, the clearances having been small, to be 
prepared in the event of any alteration being declared in the duty on the 

[5th inst., as to the probability of which there appears some difference of 
opinion, but in the present position of the public finances it can, we think, 
hardly be anticipated, unless under some further increase in direct taxa- 
tion, for which the country does not seem prepared at the present 
time. There has been a fair inquiry for low to fair common Con; 

at about previous prices, whilst good common, with unbroken leaf, has 
been in demand to a moderate extent for Halifax at Is. to Is. 1d. per Ib. 
Of flavoury kinds under Is. 6d. per pound supplies have been large, and 
prices have ruled rather irregularly, tending in favour of the buyer. 
‘Common to fair Ho-Hows have sold rather lower. Good Ho-Hows and 
Ning Chows command about former prices. Good to fine Kaisows con- 
tinue in request, and from their scarcity command full prices. Good 
to fine Monings and Wopaks have sold steadily; some from Foo-chow- 
Foo have met with attention, and prices are firmly supported. Low 
Tayshans have been difficult of sale, even at very low prices, but the fair 
to good qualities have attracted attention, prices being now moderate rela~ 
tively with black leaf Congous. In common to medium Souchong busi- 
ness has been to a fair extent at former prices; finer descriptions have 
sold well. In Oolongs there is no feature of interest, prices remaining 
steady. Flowery Pekoes continue without inquiry, and quotations are 
nominal. Large quantities of low to fair Scented Capers have been sold 
at from 8d. to 10d. per pound: good and fine are saleable in small 
quantities at about former prices. Orange Pekoes have been difficult 
of sale, and show a decline of fully 1d. per pound for fair to good descrip- 
tions, both of Canton and Foo-chow-Foo make; fine have been 
better supported. In Green Teas business has been moderate, 
owing to the want of a fair assortment of consuming qualities, 
but there has been a steady inquiry, which has maintained prices at fully 
their former rate for all country kinds; Hysons having commanded more 
attention than for some time past. Japan “Teas still continue difficult of 
sale, though from the scarcity of Shanghai kinds the trade are beginning 
to pay them more attention. Fair to good Canton Gunpowders have 
sold from Is, 2d. to 1s. 4d. per Ib. in boxes; common kinds remain as 
before, low kinds in boxes selling at 8d. per Ib, The public sales during 
the month comprise 46,171 packages, of which 3,045 packages were 
‘Assam ‘Teas; of these nearly all the Assam Teas and 17,454 packages 
China Tea found buyers, 13,653 packages being offered without reserve. 
‘The stock on the Ist of March of all descriptions of black was in London, 
57,458,197 Ibs., and 5,657,960 Ibs. The total delivery was 17,886,969 Ibs. 
of black, and 2,536,872 lbs. of green. The stock at Liverpool was of 
black, 9,044,879 Ibs., and of green, 30,934 Ibs. ‘The total delivery was of 
black, 1,765,262 Ibs. of black, and 141,447 Ibs. of green. Theimports in 
London to the Ist of March have been 28,669,504 Ibs, of black, and 
2,041,633 Ibs. of green, and at Liverpool, 2,699,101 Ibs, of black, and 
140,828 Ibs, of green. According to the circular of Messrs. Mitchell, 
Aspinall, and Skipper, the amount of tea afloat at the present time is 
20,086,920 lbs., against 18,373,492 Ibs. at the same period in 1860.

Dulness still pervades the freight market, but the further reduction on 
the 4th inst. in the Bank rate of discount will, no doubt, exercise a quiet 
but increasing influence, and produce more activity. The Admiralty re- 
ceived tenders on the 5th inst. for the conveyance of 1,238 tons stores, 
chiefly shot and shell, from the Thames to (iibraltar; also 810 tons navy 
provisions, and 430 tons of shot and shell for Malta. There are 50,000 
tons of shipping on the berth for India, China, and the Cape of Good 
Hope, and lower rates of freight are offered by the loading brokers. 

¢ coal contracts for Bombay and Mauritius, noticed lately, were both 





; taken at Jow rates, and the Indian Government has just concluded a con- 


tract of 10,000 tons of coals for Bombay, at a price under 38s. per ton 
cost, freight, and insurance. So little has been done of late in coal 
charters to the East, and the contractors necessarily getting into arrears 
with their contracts, we fully expect more activity and improved rates.
